Mr.  Cliairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

• I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  ^'oalth  of  the  district  for  the  momentous  year  1945* 

, During  the  early  months  of  the  year  the  Urban  District 
still. lay  under  the  threat  of  air  attack.  On  the  l6th  January, 
the  last  enemy  missile  to  fall  within  the  district  boundaries, 
a ro-cket,  exploded  in  the  Chipstead  Valley,  causing  minor  damage. 
Peace  came  in  the  month  of  May,  and  brought  relief  from  the 
anxieties  of  war.  Shelter  life  ended.  Blackout  restrictions 
were  removed.  Civil  Defence  Services  were  disbanded.  Service 
personnel  were  demobilised.  Unfortunately,  the  happy  resettlement 
of  the  population  was  marred  by  the  shortage  of  houses  due  to  the 
accumulated  damage  of  the  years  of  war  The  active  policy  of 
the  Council  in  requisitioning  houses,  and  in  proceeding  to  erect 
300  temporary  houses  gave  good  hope  for  the  early  relief  of  the 
more  serious  cases.  In  December,  the  first  of  the  temporary 
bungalov\/s  was  completed  and  ready  for  occupation,  and  plans  for 
permanent  houses  ?;ere  well  advanced.  Every  possible  effort  was 
made  to  meet  the  immediate  ana  future  housing  needs  of  the  population, 

The  general  health  of  the  community  remained  good,  and 
nuci itional  standards  were  well  maintained.  There  was  no 
ab]  ’.mal  incidence  of  infectious  diseases,  despite  the  influx 
of  i-  -pulation  from  evacuation  and  from  the  services.  Measles 

wa  epidemic  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year.  There 
were  slight  increases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  of  Diphtheria. 

Observation  was  kept  on  contacts  with  infection  coming  from  abroad.  . 

There  was  a further  fall  in  the  birth  rate.  The  death 
rate  ivas  higher.  The  maternal  and  infantile  mortality  rates 
remained  low.  The  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis  v;as  the  lowest 
on  record. 

The  Sanitary  work  of  the  district  was  efficiently  carried 
out  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
(Mr.  J.l/'ii,  Gale)  ^vho  also  gave  most  valuable  assistance  in  dealing 
v/ith  the  problems  of  housing,  and  in  the  organisation  of  the  Civil 
Ambulance  Service. 

The  water  supply  of  the  district  maintained  a high 
standard  of  chemical  and  bacteriological  purity.  Effective 
control  by  chlorination  and  by  sampling  was  continued. 

The  Council’s  Civi]  Ambulance  was  transferred  from 
the  Civil  Defence  Depot  to  the  N.F.S.  Station,  White  Lodge, 

Brighton  Road,  Banstead,  on  19th  August,  19^5 • 

I thank  members  of  the  Council,  for  their  advice  and 
assistance  during  the  year,  and  I am  grateful  to  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  close  co-op-ration.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TxIE  AREA . 


Water  Supply. 

The  area  is  supplied  v\dth  lyvater  for  domestic  purposes 
from  the  deep  wells  of  the  Sutton  District  Water  Company  and  of 
the  East  Surrey  Vifater  Company.  The  water  is  softened  to  9-  degrees 
or  less  of  hardness.  Both  Companies  submit  samples  of  water  for 
examination  by  their  Consultant  Analysts  at  monthly  intervals. 

The  Sutton  District  Water  Company  have  their  own 
laboratory  at  the  Sutton  worhs^  where  samples  of  v/ater  from  all 
their  wells  are  examined  daily  by  their  Chemist  and  Bacteriologist. 
Routine  samples  are  taken  bj;"  the  District  Councils  in  the  area  of 
supply  at  monthly  intervals.  Chlorination  is  applied  to  all 
sources  of  supply.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  quantity  during  the  year.  . The  following  are  average  analyses

Rural  Water  Supplies- ’and  S'eweraRe  Act  1944. 

As  noted  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1944^  there  are  eight 
houses  situated- in  isolated  positions  in  the  Urban  District^  which 
are  without  a . piped"  vuater  supply , , These  consist  of  three  pairs  of 
houses  and  2 detached ' houses . Six  obtain  water  for  drinking  purposes 
from  the  .nearest  premises  v/ith  .a  piped  .water  supply.  One  house 
obtains  water  from  a'well'on  the.site^  the  water  being  boiled  before 
use.  The  remaining  house  obtains  water  from  an  underground  rain  v/ater 
storage  tank  on -the -site,  and  the  .water  ds  boiled  Uefor.e' use-

. . The  Council  gave  full  consideration  to_  the  .circumstances 

of  each  case^  and  to  the  estimates,  of  'the  Water  Companies  on  the  cost 
of.  extension  of*  the  inalns^  and  decided-  that  in  no  case  could  these 
houses  be  connected  to* a piped  water  supply  at  a reasonable  cost.

There  are  two  privately  owned  open  air  swimming  pools  avail- 
able to  the  public  during  the  summer  months.  The  water  of  both  pools 
is  mechanically  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

Samples  of  the  water  of  these  svjimming  pools  gave  satisfactory 
results.  The  growth  of  algae  on  the  sides  and  floor  of  one  of  the 
pools  was  the  subject  of  investigation,  and  advice  was  given  to  the 
proprietor  for  the  remedy  of  the  trouble. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  for  the  eradication 
of  bed  bugs. 
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Cleansing:  of  Persons. 

Following  tiie  disbandment  of  Civil  Defence  Services, 

Mrs ,0 .Roberts , a trained  nurse,  vms  employed  from  9th  July  1945  on 
a part-time  basis  to  continue  the  duties  previously  carried  out 
during  the  war. 

The  use  of  the  Gas  Cleansing  Station  at  Tadworth  Court 
Hospital  continueci  until  the  end  of  September,  when  as  a temporary 
arrangement,  approval  was  obtained  for  the  use  of  the  Cleansing 
Station  of  the  Sutton  & Cheam- Borough  Council  i'  Arrangements  have 
been  agreed  by  the  Council  fo-r  the  provision’  of  a-  Cleansing  Station 
in  the  district,  to  be  situate  at  the  Sutton  Lano  Depot.  For 
transport  of  persons. to  the  Cleansing  Stations,  the  car  attached  to 
the  Anbulance  Service  is  uSed,  . ' 

Seventy-nine  cases  of  Scabies  were  reported  during  the 
year,  the  details  of . treatment  ’being: - 

At  Cleansing  Stations,-  22  adults  43  children. 

Home  Treatment  ’-  12  adults  2 children. 

The* *  'number  of  treatments  at  the  Cleansing  Stations 
was  170.  Treatment  consisted  of  bathing  ahd  application  of  Benzyl 
Benzeate  emulsion  to  the  skin. . No  charge  is  made  for  this  treat- 
ment, and  for  home  treatment  the  lotion  is  provided  free  of  charge. 

Nine  cases  of  'head. lice  received  treatment  at  the 
Cleansing  Stations,  theic  being  a total  of  33  treatments ,

For 'the  year  1938 
the  total  amounted  to  328  and  therefore  fob  1945  there  was  consid- 
erably more  than  double  the  number. 


Health  Education, 

During  the  year,  the  Council,  by  arrangement  vjith  the 
Central  Council  for  Health  Education,  and  with  thu  assistance  of 
the  Women’s  Institute,  arranged  a series  of  lectures.  Specialist 
Lecturers  vjcre  provided  by  the  Central  Council.  The  Women’ s^ 
Institute  performed  a very  useful  service  by  allocating  time  in 
their  programme  for  the  lectures,  and  in  making  these  meetings  open 
to  the  general  public.  Six  lectures  were  given  during  the  year  in 
Banstead  (2),  Nork,  Burgh  Heath,  Wal ton-on-the-Hill  and  Woodmanst erno. 
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Arrangements  were  made  for  lectures  in  Kingswood  and  Tadworth  in  1946. 
The  subjects  were  chosen  by  the  districts  concerned  and  included  the 
following  titles  - "Food  and  Health",  "Family  Psychology",  "Old  Wives’ 
Tales".  Attendances  varied  from  thirty  to  a hundred  and  the  lectures 
and  discussions  were  enjoyed  and  appreciated.  The  local  publicity 
given  to  these  lectures,  and  the  persistence  of  interest  in  the 
subjects  discussed,  do  much  to  emphasize  thd  importance  of  knowledge 
in  relation* to  health,  and  in  the  prevention  of  disease.

Rats  &,  Mice  (Destruction)  Act,  1919. 

The  Infestation  Order,  1945. 

The  Rat  Officer  appointed  following  tho  delegation  of  powers 
under  the  Act  to  tho  Council  from  November  1st  1944,  commenced  duties 
on  January  18th  1945,  and  details  of  his  activities  since  that  date 
are  set  out  on  the  next  page  of  this  Report. 

The  rat  problem  of  the  district  is  not  a serious  one,  the 
infestations  being  mostly  of  a minor  character,  although  numerous  in 
number.  No  major  infestations  wore  found  during  the  year. 

It  has  been  noticed  that  a considerable  migration  of  rats 
takes  place  just  before  the  winter  months,  from  Agricultural  land  to 
residontial  premises,  giving  rise  to  one  of  tho  most  difficult  typos 
of  infestation  to  deal  with,  namely  the  infestation  of  the  walls, 
floors  and  roofs  of  houses. 

The  destruction  of  mice  is  a more  difficult  proposition 
than  rats.  The  smaller  the  type  of  infestation,  the  greater  tho 
difficulty.  A large  factory,  severely  inf^i^sted  with  mice  was 
satisfactorily  dealt  with,  by  use  of  the  pro-baiting  and  poisoning 
method. 

Tho  methods  of  disinfestation  recommended  by  tho  Minis ory 
of  Food  are  adhered  to,  and  the  results  te  date  hav^  been  very 
successful .

Ov.ing  to  shortage  of  staff  and  the  general  lack  of  labour 
and  materials  in  the  building  trade,  it  was  not  possible  during  the 
year  to  recommence  routine  house-to-house  inspections.  As  noted  in 
previous  Annual  Reports,  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  repair  and 
maintenance  work  required  to  the  houses  in  this  district  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  circumstances  will  permit 
of  a return  to  normal  standards. 

The  inspection  of  houses  and  the  requests  upon  owners  for 
works  of  repair  to  be  carried  out  was  of  necessity  limited  to  those 
cases  where  it  was  considered  to  be  of  an  urgent  and  essential  char- 
acter. 


Proceedings  under  Section  li  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936  and 
also  under  Section  12,  were  taken  during  the  year  in  respect  of  two 
dwellings,  for  demolition  and  closing  respectively.  The  rehousing  of 
the  displaced  persons  was  undertaken  by  the  Council,  one  family  being 
housed  in  an  existing  permanent  type  of  Council  house  and  tho  othor  in 
a temporary  bungalow. 

One  severe  case  of  overcrowding  was  abated  by  rehousing  in 
requisitioned  property. 

The  repair  of  war  damaged  houses  progressed  as  rapidly  as 
circumstances  permitted  throughout  the  year. 

The  Council  has  given  considerable  attention  to  tho  serious 
problem  of  housing  shortage,  both  in  the  matter  of  provision  of 
temporary  and  permanent  dwellings.  In  addition,  active  steps  were 
taken  in  the  requisitioning  of  houses  to  provide  as  much  accommodation 
as  possible  for  the  housing  of  tho  most  urgent  of  tho  cases  of 
inadequately  housed  families. 

In  August  1945  the  erection  of  temporary  bungalows  commenced 
on  the  Merland  Rise  Site,  Tattenham  Corner,  comprising  107  temporary 
bungalows.  The  first  of  these  bungalows  wore  completed  ready  for 
occupation  in  December  and  15  were  occupied  during  that  month. 

Considerable  progress  was  made  in  the  preparation  of  schemes 
for  the  remaining  193  temporary  bungalows  and  for  tho  prevision  of 
permanent  type  houses  on  various  sites  in  the  district  and  it  was 
expected  that  work  of  erection  at  the  tempoary  bungalow/  site  at 
Lakers  Rise,  Woodmansterne  would  bo  commenced  early  in  1946. 
Advertisements  for  tenders  for  the  eroction  of  permanent  houses  at 
Horsecroft  Meadow,  Banstoad,  had  been  issued  in  December. 

For  the  purpose  of  selection  of  tenants  for  both  temporary 
bungalows  and  permanent  houses,  the  Council  adopted  a points  award 
scheme  to  enable  the  applications  for  accommodation  to  bo  sorted  into 
priority  groups. 

This  scheme  provides  for  the  avjard  of  points  under  various 
headings,  including,  the  need  of  tho  applicant,  having  regard  to  the 
existing  conditions  of  housing  accommodation,  ill-health,  children, 
service  in  H.M.  Forces  and  War  Ffcrk,  disability  caused  by  War  Service, 
and  residence  in  the  district  prior  to  1939, 

The  approximate  number  of  applications  received  up  to  tho 
end  of  the  year  was  1350.

Milk  Sunnly. 

As  much  attention  as  possible  was  given  to  the  supervision 
of  the  milk  supply  of  the  district. 

Experience  continues  to  emphasize  the  desirability  of 
extension  of  the  heat-treatmont  of  milk  in  the  interests  of  safety 
and  keeping  quality.  It  is,  however , essential  that  tho  heat- 
treatment  of  milk  should  only  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with 
official  methods.  Unofficial  methods  are  unreliable  and  it  is 
considered  that  such  treatment  is  liable  to  cause  deterioration  of 
the  bacteriological  condition  of  the  milk  rather  than  an  improvement 
thereof.

One  sample  of  Ordinary  milk  was  examined  for  presence  of 
dysentery  and  food  poisoning  organisms,  the  result  being  nogativo.

One  sample  of  Pasteurised  milk  was  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination  following  a complaint  as  to  the  milk  being 
"reconstituted”  milk.  The  report  of  the  Analyst  was  that  thore  was 
no  evidence  of  "reconstitution”  and  that  the  milk  fats  and  the  milk 
solids  other  than  milk  fats  complied  with  the  legal  standard. 

Another  sample  of  Pasteurised  milk  was  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  following  a complaint  of  objectionable  taste  and  odour,  v;ho 
reported  that  there  ?uas  no  evidence  of  unusal  taste  or  odour,  that 
the  milk  was  sufficiently  heat-treated  and  of  good  quality  in  regard 
to  fat  content . 

In  connection  with  a complaint  of  bitter  taste  of  a pint  of 
milk,  investigations  showed  that  the  cause  of  the  trouble  ivas  the 
presence  of  sterilising  agent.  It  appeared  that  a -J-  pint  bottle  used 
at  the  dairy  as  a measuring  utensil  for  the  addition  of  sterilising 
agent  to  the  washing  water  had  by  error  bocn  filled  vjith  milk  v/hilc 
containing  some  sterilising  agent.  The  dairyman  took  steps  to 
prevent  a recurrence. 

Two  milk  bottles  v^ere  submitted  for  examination  during  the 
year  following  complaints  of  dirty  condition.  Investiga- 

tions resulted  as  follows ;- 

(1)  The  condition  of  this  bottle  was  such  as  to  raise  doubts 
that  it  had  recently  boon  used  as  a milk  container.  The  bacteriolo- 
gical organisms  were  isolated.  It  was  evident  that  the  bottle  had 
become  sontaminated  by  reason  of  storage  of  some  weeks  in  the  garden 
of  the  complainant. 

(2)  A number  of  complaints  as  to  dirty  condition  of  the  milk 
bottles  of  two  dairies  were  received.  These  related  to  greenish 
yellow  markings  on  the  internal  surfaces  of  bottles,  which  could  only 
be  removed  by  scraping.  After  investigations,  the  cause  was 
considered  to  be  due  to  the  use  of  sterilising  agents  by  the  da.irymon 
as  detergents . The  cleansing  of  bottles  included  a somewhat 
haphazard  addition  of  sterilising  agent  to  the  first  washing  water 
and  this  apparently  caused  a "fixing”  of  the  milk  solids  other  than 
milk  fats  to  the  internal  surfaces  of  the  bottles.  The  proper  use 
0^*  sterilising  agents  was  explained  to  the  dairymen. 


Moat  and  Other  Foods. 

Throe  slaughterhouses  were  licensed  for  1945  and  six  persons 
were  licensed  to  act  as  Slaughtermen. 

In  December  an  outbreak  of  Swine  Fever  occurred  at  a local 
farm  and  200  pigs  v;ere  slaughtered  for  human  consumption.  All 
carcases  were  examined  and  one  was  condemned.

The  general  incidence  of  infectious  disease,  outside  the 
numerous  institutions  in  the  district,  remained  low,  despite  the 
movement  of  population  from  evacuation  and  from  the  services. 


Scarlet  Fever, 

Forty-five  cases  were  notified,  an  increase  of  eight  cases. 
Seven  were  from  institutions.  The  case  rate  was  1,62  per  1,000  of 
population  compared  with  1,89  per  1,000  of  population  for  England 
& 7/ales,  The  disease  v^as  generally  mild.  There  wore  no  deaths. 


Diphthorla . 

Ten  cases  were  notified  and  of  those  seven  wore  from  institutions. 
The  three  district  cases  were  from  one  household.  Two  were  adolescent 
and  one  adult.  None  had  been  immunised.  The  adult  case  was  severely 
ill.  The  infection  was  due  to  the  gravis  type  of  Diphtheria  bacillus, 
a highly  virulent  and  dangerous  organism.  There  were  no  deaths.  The 
case  rate  V7as  0,36  per  1,000  of  population  compared  vjith  0.46  per  1,000 
of  population  for  England  & V/ales. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin. 

Early  diagnosis  and  early  treatment  remain  principal  safeguards 
against  mortality  from  Diphtheria.  Diphtheria  antitoxin  should  bo 
administered  by  medical  practitioners  on  suspicion  of  infection,  and 
while  awaiting  bacteriological  confirmation  c.f  the  diagnosis.  A scheme 
is  in  operation  f.r  the  supply  of  antitoxin  to  medical  practitioners 
free  of  charge  ft.r  necessitous  persons.  On  the  request  of  a medical 
practitioner,  suspected  cases  can  be  admitted  to  isolation  hospital  for 
close  observation,  so  as  to  avoid  delay  in  the  application  of  treatment. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

It  is  opportune  to  review  the  value  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
in  the  light  of  experience  and  in  the  knowledge  that  the  gravis  or 
severe  ty^-e  of  Diphtheria  bacillus  has  become  dominant  in  this  area 
during  the  years  of  war.  The  immunity  given  by  a primary  series  of 
injections  of  toxoid  is  not  permanent.  The  protection  is  highest 
during  the  first  year  after  injection,  and  thereafter  slowly  declines. 

By  the  end  of  four  years  the  degree  of  prctecti'n  may  bo  insufficient  to 
resist  infection  with  the  gravis  typo  of  Diphtheria  bacillus. 

F-rtunately  the  mechanism  of  protoction  is  rendered,  more  responsive  by  _ 
those  primary  injections,  and  immunity  can  bo  rostered  by  one  reinforcing 
injection.  Babies  and  infant  children  are  particularly  susceptible  to 
Diphtheria  and  for  them  Diphtheria  is  an  extremely  dangerous  disease. 
Therefore,  all  babies  should  bo  immunised  at  the  ago  of  one  year. 
Reinforcing  injections  are  essential  before  children  enter  school  at  the 
ago  of  5 years.  Reinforcing  injections  are  necessary  every  four  y^ars 
until  the  child  leaves  school.  Diphtheria  immunisation  remains  a most 
valuable  moans  of  controlling  and  combating  Diphtheria.  /j?rangomcnts 
can  be  made  on  application,  f^  r injections  to  be  given  by  the  family 
doctor  or  at  the  nearest  clinic . 

During  1945,  the  number  of  children  immunised  was  282.  Of 
these  261  were  under  five  years  of  ago  and  21  were  over  five  years  of 
age.  227  children  wore  immunised  at  the  ago  of  one  year,  \7hich  repres- 
ents 53^  of  the  children  born  in  1944,  111  children ^received  reinforc- 

ing injections.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  estimated  number  of  children 
in  the  district  immunised  against  Diphtheria  was  4,578  representing  aO/o 
of  the  child  population.  Of  these,  1187  wore  children  unaor  five  years 
of  ago,  a percentage  of  58,  and  3391  wore  betYjeon  five  a^nd  fifteen  years 
of  age,  a percentage  of  92  of  the  children  in  this  age  group. 

Measles . 

Measles  was  epidemic  from  January  to  July,  Two  hundred  and 
seventy  two  cases  were  notified. 


The  case  rate  was  9.82  per  1,000  of  population  compared  ViJith 
11.67  per  1,000  of  population  for  England  & ^ivales.  There  was  one 
death  of  a child  aged  one  year  from  Broncho-pneumonia.

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The  prevalence  of  measles  during  the  vdnter  months  favours 
complication  by  pneumonia  and  broncho-pneumonia.  Babies  and  infant 
children  should  be  protected  from  infection  until  they  reach  an  age  of 
greater  resistance.  The  early  signs  of  measles  are  catarrhal,  affecting 
the  nose  and  eyes.  These  signs  are  present  for  three  days  before  the 
rash  appears.  This  catarrhal  phase  is  highly  infectious.  The  immediate 
isolation  in  bed  of  a suspected  case  will  often  help  to  prevent  secondary 
cases  in  the  home.  All  cases  require  careful  nursing  and  careful 
convalescence  to  avoid  complications. 

Whooping  Cough . 

Sixty-fivo  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  seventy-five  in 
1944.  The  case  rate  was  2o35  per  1,000  of  population  compared  with  1.G4 
per  1,000  of  population  for  England  & 'wales.  There  wore  no  deaths.

Whooping  Cough  is  a disease  of  young  children,  and  apart  from 
the  danger  of  mortality,  the  prolonged  nature  of  the  illness  is  liable 
to  leave  permanent  disability.  Serious  complications  by  pneumonia  can 

only  be  avoided  by  most  careful  nursing.
